Antiseptic 
dressings  are  umoug  the  absolutely  n ee¬ 
ry  surgical  appliances.  There  is 
more  or  less  difficulty  in  preparing 
them,  and  they  are  for  the  most  part 
expensive,  and  many  of  them  are  not  ut 
all  satisfactory.  During  the  war  Jap¬ 
anese  surgeons  used  the  ashes  of  rice- 
straw  as  a  dressing  for  wonuds,  and 
with  most  remarkable  success.  The 
wonnd  was  cleaned,  the  ashes  applied 
freely,  then  sublimate  gauze  or  linen 
was  used  as  a  wrapping.  These  ashes 
are  said  to  be  a  perfect  antiseptic,  and 
owe  these  qualities  to  the  presence  of 
;^otaS8iom  carbonate.  English  and  Amer- 
can  surgeons  are  trying  this  dressing, 
and  if  it  is  as  successful  iu  their  hands 
in  the  Japanese,  it  certainly  is  a 
wonderful  stride  in  antiseptic  surgery, 
and  is  unquestionably  tlie  cheapest 
dressing  that  has  ever  been  prepared. — 
New  York  Ledger.
